We loarn from Home papers that the loss 
of the Ertugrotl caused a great sensation 
at Ocnstantinople, because a largo propor- 
tion of the lives lost wero those of young 
men belonging to the beat Turkish families, 
The commander was tho son-in-law of the 
Ministor of Marine, The voyage of this 
ill-fated ship, which was undertaken on his 
Majesty's own initiative, was the first over

By the 
Sultan’s orders he was reinstated, and re- 
inaincd at the-Turkieh capital, The cala- 
mity is universal'y regretted, and great 
sympathy is iclt for tho ‘relatives of the 
drowned. On tho news reaching Constan- 
tinople it was fcorod that demonstrations 
might be mada by the numerous relatives 
and friends of thoss who perished in
